SCHOOLS  IN  FITZWILLIAI,  N.  H. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1887. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fitzwilliam  : 

The  Board  of  Education  submit  the  following  report  for 
your  consideration  : 

It  was  with  some  reluctance  that  we  presented  ourselves 
to  take  the  oath  of  office  at  the  commencement  of  the  present 
school  year.  Not  that  we  had  less  interest  in  our  public 
schools,  or  were  prepared  to  do  less  for  the  advancement  of 
education,  but  we  felt  that  we  should  not  have  that  almost 
undivided  support  heretofore  relied  upon  from  parents  and 
citizens.  The  "  new  school  law,"  doing  awa}'  with  school 
districts,  was  favorably  received  by  some,  we  may  sa}'  b}'  the 
majority,  perhaps,  while  it  was  strongl}'  opposed  by  others. 
Another  class  said  very  little  in  opposition  to  the  law,  yet 
withdrew  their  support  and  encouragement  from  both  teacher 
and  scholar  and  appeared  stolidly  indifferent  to  the  vital 
interest  of  the  school.  We  would  remind  our  citizens  that 
our  public  schools  are  for  the  best  interest  of  the  whole  com- 
munity, the  same  as  when  the  old  law  was  in  force,  and  if 
any  parent  withholds  his  moral  and  intellectual  support,  he 
is  incurring  a  palpable  injury,  not  only  to  his  own  family,  but 
to  all  connected  with  his  immediate  school.  The  town  of 
Fitzwilliam,   or  its  Board  of  Education,  can  hardly  he  held 


responsible  for  the  passage,  by  the  State  Legislature,  of  a 
school  law  distasteful  to  some  of  us,  but  which  is  so  broad  in 
its  application  as  to  enforce  the  submission  of  every  city  and 
town  within  her  precinct.  We  trust  our  citizens  will  soon 
view  this  matter  in  its  true  and  proper  light,  realizing  that 
our  schools — good  schools — are  just  as  essential  with  the  new 
law  as  was  the  case  when  the  old  law  was  in  foice,  and  it  is 
just  as  important  that  the  honest,  conscientious  teacher  be 
sustained  and  encouraged  in  his  work. 

Our  schools  in  the  main,  during  the  past  year,  have  been 
good.  Some  excellent,  while  a  few  come  short  of  our  expec- 
tation. We  have  had  the  same  number  of  schools,  and  the}' 
have  been  about  their  usual  length.  The  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, early  in  the  vear,  anticipated  closing  the  schools  in 
Districts  Nos.  6  and  11,  but  on  investigation  found  that  it 
would  cost  the  town  less  to  furnish  teachers  in  said  districts 
than  to  transport  the  scholars  to  other  schools.  It  is  to  be 
remembered  that  the  town  has  to  pay  only  a  fractional  part 
for  maintaining  a  school  in  District  No.  6,  it  being  a  union 
district.  The  older  scholars  in  District  No.  8  were  asked  to 
attend  the  grammar  school  in  the  village.  Most  of  them 
attended  through  both  terms  and  we  think  were  greatly  bene- 
fitted by  the  change,  while  a  few,  finding  the  distance  too 
great,  returned  to  District  No.  8.  We  think  the  same  plan 
should  be  adopted  another  year,  and  enforced  even  though 
some  of  the  scholars  have  to  be  cari'ied. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  it  was  decided  to  make 
only  a  brief  report,  not  making  an  individual  report  of  each 
school,  vvith  the  exception  of  an  itemized  account  of  money 
expended  for  school  purposes  in  each  district.  Such  teachers 
as  have  performed  their  work  faithfully  are  conscious  of  suc- 
cess without  being  reminded  of  it  by  a  flattering  report.  The 
services  of  teachers  that  have  not  performed  faithful  work 
will  not  very  likely  be  needed  the  coming  year.  A  good, 
honest,  painstaking  teacher  will  find  ready  employment  at  all 
times. 


The  high  school,  now  in  session,  affords  an  opportunity 
for  every  scholar  in  town,  of  proper  age,  to  pursue  the  higher 
studies  not  usually  found  in  our  small,  out-lying  schools. 
We  hope  the  town  will  continue  this  method,  i.  e.,  of  having 
at  least  one  term  of  high  school  each  year,  and  we  think  all 
young  and  inexperienced  teachers  having  received  only  a 
common  school  education  in  town,  should  lind  it  necessary 
to  attend  at  least  one  term  at  this  school  before  being 
employed  as  a  teacher  in  town.  We  cannot  be  too  cautious  in 
selecting  our  teachers.  The  custom  of  engaging  a  teacher 
on  the  simple  recommendation  of  a  friend  to  the  party,  in 
our  opinion  should  no  longer  be  practiced.  At  least  two 
members  of  the  Board  should  see,  and  converse,  with  eveiy 
applicant  for  a  school,  before  engaging  their  services,  and  a 
thorough  examination  should  follow  before  a  certificate  of 
qualification  is  issued.  Our  worst  mistakes  have  occurred  by 
hiring  a  teacher  on  the  strength  of  heresaj-,  or  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  the  applicant. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  text  books,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  readers,  and  this  change  was  brought  about  without 
extra  expense,  thereby'  saving  our  citizens  quite  a  sum — not 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

As  before  stated,  the  high  school  is  still  in  session,  and 
we  can  not  fully  report  it.  Under  the  instruction  of  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Thompson,  an  experienced  teacher,  and  a  thor- 
ough gentleman,  it  is  to  continue  until  the  twelfth  week  is 
completed.  About  thirty-five  scholars  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  to  attend,  and  we  regret  that  the  number 
is  not  much  greater.  The  deportment  of  the  school  is  excel- 
lent, and  we  hope  it  will  continue  under  the  same  manage- 
ment for  the  present,  to  sa}'  the  least. 

We  will  fulfill  our  promise  to  the  scholars  by  giving  a  full 
list  of  all  having  been  regular  in  attendance  during  the  year  :

Article  1. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2. — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  town  offi- 
cers. 

Art.  3. — To  choose  all  necessar}-  town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  4. — To  choose  by  ballot  an  agent  to  have  charge  and 
control  of  the  Town  House,  and  determine  the  amount  of 
his  salary. 

Art.  5. — To  raise  money  to  defray  town  charges  and 
determine  the  amount. 

Art.  6. — To  raise  mone}-  for  schooling,  to  determine  the 
amount,  and  also  to  make  disposition  of  the  literary  fund. 

Art.  7. — To  raise  money  for  the  repairs  of  highways  and 
bridges,  and  determine  how  the  same  shall  be  paid  and 
expended. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  Jul}'  5th,  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  vote  of  the  town. 

Art.  9. — To  allow  accounts  against  the  town. 

Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
fifty  ($150)  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  new 
books,  and  issuing  an  alphabetical  catalogue  of  all  books  in 
the  town  library.
